0 L 1. AIRWORTHINESS CERTIFICATES. 

01.10. Application., Application for an airworthiness c e r t i f i c a t e 
may be made by the registered owner of any a ircraf t registered as an 
a i r c r a f t of the United States upon the applicable form prescribed and 
furnished by the Administrator,, 

0 1 . 1 1 Requirements for issuance., Prior to the issuance of an 
airworthiness c e r t i f i c a t e , the subject a ircraf t shal l be inspected by 
a duly authorized representative for the Administrator to determine 
whether i t i s in condition for safe operation and complies with the 
airworthiness requirements spec i f ied in the C i v i l Air Regulations; 
Provided, That an airworthiness c e r t i f i c a t e may be issued for an a i r ­
craft for which no such c e r t i f i c a t e has previously been issued and 
which has been manufactured under type c e r t i f i c a t e or under a type and 
a production c e r t i f i c a t e i f the applicant for such c e r t i f i c a t e , upon 
request, presents to a duly authorised representative for the Administra­
t o r a Statement of Conformity properly executed by the manufacturer of 
the a i r c r a f t on a form prescribed and furnished by the Administrator, 
and i f the a ircraf t s a t i s f a c t o r i l y passes an inspection made to deter­
mine whether such a ircraf t i s in condition for safe operations Provided 
further. That an a ircraf t manufactured under a type c e r t i f i c a t e only 
s h a l l undergo, and an a ircraf t manufactured under a type and a production 
c e r t i f i c a t e may be required to undergo, an inspection to determine wheth­
er such a ircraf t conforms to the type c e r t i f i c a t e under which i t i s manu­
factured., 

0 1 , IS Aircraf t Operation Record requirements. An a ircraf t for which 
an airworthiness c e r t i f i c a t e i s currently in e f f ec t , hereinafter referred 
to in these regulations as a cer t i f i ca ted a ircraf t , shal l not be operated 
unless there i s attached to such airworthiness c e r t i f i c a t e the appropri­
ate Aircraf t Operation Record prescribed and issued by the Administrator, 
nor sha l l such a ircraf t be operated other than in accordance with the 
l i m i t a t i o n s for safe operations prescribed and set forth by the Adminis­
t r a t o r in such record,, An a ircraf t for which an airworthiness or experi­
mental c e r t i f i c a t e i s in e f fec t on the e f f e c t i v e date of th i s section may 
be operated without an Aircraft Operation Record unt i l expiration, cancel­
l a t i on , or revocation of any such cert i f icate . , 

0 1 . 1 3 Duration^ An airworthiness c e r t i f i c a t e shal l be of 60 days' 
duration and, unless the holder thereof i s otherwise not i f i ed by the 
Administrator within such period, shal l continue in e f fec t indef in i te ly 
thereaf ter , unless suspended, revoked, or cancelled, except that i t shall 



immediately expire (1) at the end. of a s p e c i f i c a l l y designated period ± / 
after the date of issuance of the c e r t i f i c a t e or after -the date of the l a s t 
endorsement thereof, whichever, i s l a t e r s i f the holder of such c e r t i f i c a t e 
f a i l s to secure within such period an examination or inspection by an au­
thorized inspector for the Administrator, or (2) at any time an authorized 
inspector.of the Administrator shal l refuse to endorse such c e r t i f i c a t e 
after examination or inspection,, 

.0L, 14 Transferability!, An airworthiness c e r t i f i c a t e and the attached 
currently e f fec t ive Aircraft Operation Record^ upon transfer of ownership,, 
shal l remain with the a ircraf t for which they were issued* 

0 L 2 AIRWORTHINESS CERTIFICATE RULES,, 

- 01 , 20 Display,, An airworthiness c e r t i f i c a t e shal l be carried at a l l 
times in the a ircraf t for which such c e r t i f i c a t e has been issued, and shal l 
be presented upon the request of any duly authorized representative for the 
Administrator or Board,, or any state or municipal o f f i c i a l charged with en­
forcing loca l laws or regulations involving Federal compliance,: 

0 1 , 2 1 Cancellationo An airworthiness c e r t i f i c a t e may be cancelled up= 
on the written request of the .regis tered owner of the aircrafto 

0L> 22 Surrender^ Upon the cancel lat ion, suspension, revocation or 
expiration of an a ircraft airworthiness c e r t i f i c a t e the owner of the air= 
craft sha l l , upon request, surrender such c e r t i f i c a t e to any o f f i c e r or em= 
ployee of the Administrator 

PL 23 Inspection^ An inspector of the Administrator shal l be permitted 
at any time and place to make such inspectionsas may be deemed necessary to 
determine compliance with the requirements of th i s Part of the Civ i l Air Regu= 
lationso 

01 , 24 Maintenance of cer t i f i ca ted a ircraf t . A cer t i f i ca ted a ircraf t 
shal l not be operated unless maintained in condition for safe operation<> 

PL 25 Periodic inspection, A c e r t i f i c a t e d a ircraf t shal l not be, opera* 
ted unless, within the 100 hours of f l i ght time l a s t preceding such operation 
such a ircraf t shal l have been given a periodic inspection. Such inspection 

A statement or duration in substantially the form of § O U 1 S will appear on all 
airworthiness certificates, The above reference to a "specifically designated 
period* means the period which will oe designated on each airworthiness certificate? 
Under ordinary circumstances an airworthiness certificate will have to be endorsed 
each year, 
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shall be made by a person to whom there has been issued a currently effec= 
t i ve and appropriate mechanic c e r t i f i c a t e , and shal l be made in accordance 
with the Periodic Aircraft Inspection Report form prescribed and furnished 
by the Administrators Provided, That in the case of a ircraft operated in 
scheduled air ' transportat ion service, such inspection shall be made in ac= 
cordance with a form acceptable to the Administrator. The resu l t s of such 
inspection shall be entered in the a ircraf t log-book and on-the Periodic 
Aircraft Inspection Report form over the signature and c e r t i f i c a t e number of 
the person making the same,, 

03.26_ Other inspections,. In a l l cases, except inspections following 
repairs .or a l terat ions to cer t i f i ca ted aircraft* the registered.owner shal l 
be responsible for having such a ircraf t given a periodic inspection, by a 
person to whom there has been issued a currently e f f ec t ive and appropriate 
mechanic c e r t i f i c a t e s within a reasonable time prior to presentation for 
inspection by a duly authorized representative of the Administrator,, In 
cases of inspections following repairs or a l terat ions of a i rcraf t , such r e ­
presentative may require such inspection of the a ircraf t as he deems necessary, 
by a person to whom there has been issued a currently e f fec t ive and appropri­
ate mechanic c e r t i f i c a t e . 

01. 27 Log-bookSt, The registered owner of a cer t i f i ca ted a ircraf t 
shal l be responsible for the maintenance and, upon request, the presentation 
to a duly authorized representative of the Administrator or Board, of a log­
book for the a ircraf t and a log-book for each engine ins ta l l ed therein. Such 
log-books shal l be current, accurate, legible*, and permanent records. The 
a ircraf t log-book shal l contain an operating his tory of the a ircraf t which 
shal l include, but sha l l not be l imited to , fliight time of the a ircraf t , re­
ports of periodic or other inspections, minor repairs , and minor a l terat ions 
of the a ircraf t structure and propel lers . Each engine log-book shal l contain 
an operating his tory of the a ircraf t engine to which i t pertains, which shal l 
include, but shal l not be l imited to , the running time of the engine in f l i g h t , 
reports of inspections, minor repairs , and minor a l terat ions of the a ircraf t 
engine. Log-book entries may be replaced in the case of scheduled a i r c a r r i ­
er a i rcraf t , a ircraf t engines, and propel lers , by a sui table system of record­
ing the information required in th i s section. 

01.50 Report and not i f i ca t ion of accidents. A written report shal l be 
made without delay to the Civ i l Aeronautics Board at i t s nearest branch o f f i c e 
of everv accident involving a c i v i l aircraft, which occurs within the United 
States S/ and every accident involving a c e r t i f i c a t e d a ircraf t of the United 
States , without regard to where i t occurs. Such report sha l l be made upon an

accident report form furnished by the C i v i l Aeronautics Boards In addition, 
the Civ i l Aeronautics Board, or the Administrator of Civ i l Aeronautics, shal l 
be not i f i ed immediately in person or by cable 4 telegraph, telephone, or radio, 
of the occurrence of any a ir carrier accident, or accident result ing in serious 
or fa ta l injury to any person, or accident known or believed to have resulted 
from a structural fa i lure in f l i gh t This requirement of immediate n o t i f i c a ­
t ion shal l apply to every such accident involving c i v i l a ircraf t which occurs 
within the United States and every such accident involving a ir carrier air= 
craft without regard to where i t occurs. The p i lo t in command of a non-air 
carrier a ircraf t involved in the accident sha l l make the report and n o t i f i ­
cation of the accident as required by th i s section unless he i s incapacitated, 
in which event the operator of the a ircraf t shal l make such report and no t i ­
fication,, The operator of an a i r carr ier a ircraf t involved in an accident 
shal l make such report and not i f i ca t ion . 

OL 51 Removal. (a) No a ircraf t or part thereof, involved in an a ir car-
i er accident or in an accident result ing in serious or fa ta l injury to any per­
son, or accident known or believed to have resulted from structural fa i lure in 
f l i gh t shal l be moved or disturbed, except: 

(1) When necessary for giving ass istance to persons injured or trapped 
in the wreckage; 

(2) When necessary in the interest of public safety; 

(3) When specif ic permission shal l have been granted by an o f f i cer or 
employee of the Civ i l Aeronautics Board or of-the Administrator of Civ i l 
Aeronautics; 

(4) When prompt movement of the a ircraf t i s necessary to protect i t from 
further serious damage and i t i s impossible to secure immediate communication 
with any person authorized in (3) to direct the removal. 

(b) Any movement of the a ircraf t or any part thereof under subsections 
(a) ( 1 ) 9 (a) ( 2 ) , or {a} (4) shal l be so accomplished as to entai l the minimum 

poss ible disturbance of the material concerned unt i l such time as further or 
permanent dispos i t ion may be directed by the person in charge of the inves t i ­
gation of the accident for the Civ i l Aeronautics Board. In the event of any 
movement of the a ircraf t under subsection (a) (4) , or under subsection (a) ( 2 ) , 
except when the danger to public safety i s such as to permit of no delay what­
ever, the movement of the a ircraf t shal l be preceded by the making of a record, 
as complete and accurate as poss ible under the curcumstances, of the or ig inal 
posi t ion and condition of the wreckage.

(c) The requirements of th i s section shal l be applicable with respect 
to a l l accidents as described in subsection (a) hereof, which occur within 
the continental United States (including Alaska) and with respect to a l l a i r 
carrier accidents without regard to where they occur, 

01.5g Preservation of wreckage. An a ircraf t , a ircraf t engine, propel ler 
or appliance, or any part or parts thereof, shal l , when directed by the Civ i l 
Aeronautics Board or any authorized representative thereof, be preserved and 
removed to such place or places as directed for purposes of safekeeping, 
inspection, test ing, or any other purpose consistent with the powers and 
duties granted the Civ i l Aeronautics Board under section 702(a) of the C i v i l 
Aeronautics Act of 1938, as amended. This requirement shall be applicable 
with respect to any c i v i l a ircraf t involved in an accident occurring within the 
United States and to any cer t i f i ca ted a ircraf t of the United States involved 
in an accident wherever i t occurs, "
